MARIE ANTOINETTE. 


The History of a Beautiful but Un- 


fortunate "Woman. 


Marie Antoinette Joscplio Jeanne Do 


Lorraine \vus the youngest daughter of 
Fi'aucLs Joseph and tho renowned Maria 
Theresa of Austria. On the day of lies 
birth, Nov. 2, 1755, occurred the terri- 
ble earthquake which laid Lisbon iu 
ashes, nud caused thu death of thormanclb 
of human beings. Minds proue to look 
upon such disasters as oval oraous never 
failed to recall this as one of tho many 
•which attended tho career of Marie An- 
toinette. 


As n child her bright looks, quick in- 


telligence and benevolently-affectionate 
nature made her tho special favorite of 
her royal parents. 
When, in 1704, 


Francis Joseph quitted his family to go 
to lunspruek, which proved to be his 
last jouruoy, lip ordered her to bo 
brought to him just aa his carriage was 
ready to start, saying : 


"Adieu, my dear little daughter. Fa- 


ther wished once more ts press you to 
his heart." 


This was the last time they saw each 


other. A few days after tho Emperor 
died at lunspruck, and tho royal child, 
then about 9 years of age, felt hor tirst 
real sorrow. 


For two centuries and a half Franco 


and Austria had been enemies. It had 
ever boon Maria Theresa's ambition to 
increase tho prosperity of her country, 
and she prided herself on putting an end 
to this enmity by an alliance with 
Franco, which she had contracted some 
years previously. 


As her daughter Mario gavo decided 


promise of tho marvelous beauty for 
which she was afterward so celebrated, 
her imperial mother endeavored to ce- 
ment the French alliance more closely 
by proposing to Louis XV. a marriago 
between tho Dauphin, tlio grandson and 
heir of Louis, and her youngest child. 
Having this brilliant destiny in view for 
her lovely daughter, tho Empress had 
her portrait painted by French artists, 
and caused her to bo thoroughly 
in- 


structed iu tho French language. 


Motastasio, tho favorite court poet, 
taught the royal maiden Italian, and the 
groat musician Gluck gavo hor lessons 
on tho harpsichord. 


It is said she did not excel in hor 


studies; s'ho was naturally too full of 
life and spirits to bo gravely studious. 
Sho was, however, always active in be- 
nevplouco ; and, being accustomed from 
tho noblo example of her mother to feel 
an interest in tho welfare of tho poorest, 
eho carried into tho country of her 
adoption a disposition ever leading her 
" to sympathize with sorrow, to succor 
misfortune and distress, and to be indig- 
nant at injustice and ingratitude." 
. By tho spring of 1770, all arrange- 
ments for tho marriage of the Dauphin 
jvith Mario Antoinette were completed ; 
those of Franco being on tho most 
splendid scale, for tho court of Louis 
•XV. 
was as celebrated for its. taste and 


inagniflccuco as it wns notorious for its 
profligacy. 


On tlia 20th of April, tho bride, not 


yot nftoon, quitted her Austrian home 
to become tho wii'o of a youth sho had 
never seen, find to abido in a country 
•whero she know not one person as an 
acquaintance. For tho last time—though 
eho then know it not—she gazed on the 
familiar scones of hor childhood, leaving 
behind hor forever her companions and 
playmates to whom she had warmly en- 
cleared herself. 


The parting between mother 
and 


daughter was extremely affecting, and 
a mournful interest is attached to it 
•when wo remember that it was tho last 
tjmo they were destined to meet. 


"Tho 
whole population of Vienna 


thronged the streets to see her depart, 
mingling tours of genuine sorrow with 
their aci'J;iiii;ilioiiM us they followed her 
carriage to thu outermost f;ati« of tho 
city that they might guzo iliuir last on 
the darling of many hearts." 


At Strasbourg, tlio lirst French city to 


receive her, Mario Antoinette ceased to 
bo German and bec-ar.io French. By 
the orders of Louis a magnificent pavil- 
ion was built at thirf place. It was su- 
perbly decorated, and divided into two 
compartments. In the first the youth- 
ful bride, after divesting herself of her 
Gorman clothing and ronttiring herself 
in costly voKtmeuts of French manufact- 
ure, teado farewell to her Austrian at- 
tendants ; sho then passed into tho sec- 
ond division and received tho French 
oflicers of her now household as a French 
PrincosB. 


Tho celebrated German writer, Gpetho, 


at the timo pursuing his studies at 
Strasbourg, was present at tho ceremony 
and ho noticed what ho considered n 
most inauspicious omen in tho tapestry 
decoration of tho chief saloon. "It rep- 
reaonted tho history of Jason and Medea, 
and the young poet could not avoid re- 
flecting that a record of the most miser- 
able union related in ancient mythology 
was an ill-omened ornament for nuptial 
festivities. 


On quitting tho pavilion, Mario An- 


toinette found iu waiting tho splendid 
carriages which had been expressly 
built for her at Paris. "They were 
marvels of the coachnmkor'a art; one, 
covered in crimson velvet, having pict- 
ures emblematical of tho four seasons, 
embroidered in gold on tho principal 
panels ; on another tho velvet was blue, 
with designs of tho elements. On tho 
roofs of each were nosegays of flowers 
carved in gold, cuamolod in appropriate 
colors, and wrought with such exquisite 
delicacy that every movement of the 
carriages, or even "tho lightest breezo, 
caused them to wave as if they were tho 
natural wroclucc oi tb.o'crardon," 


Along the whole route "the 'royal 


and lovely girl-bride received a most 
cordial aud princely welcome. Proceed- | 
ing by easy stages, sho reached. Com- ; 
piegne on the 1-lth of May, where Louis • 
XV. came to meet her, accompanied by 
tho Dauphin, who was only a few ' 
months oiiler than his bride, and whom ' 
sho then saw for the lirst time. 
! 


On the ItJtli of May, the royal party 


having arrived at Versailles, the- mar- 
riago ceremony was performed in tho 
chapel of the palace by " tho Primate of 
France, the Archbishop of Ehcims. A 
canopy of a cloth of silver was held over 
tho youthful pair, aud after the Dauphin 
had placed tho ring on tho bride's finger, i 
lio added, as a token that ho endowed 
her with nil his worldly wealth, a gift of 
thirteen pieces of gold." 
•: 


The wedding festivities wero not free 


from several petty vexations, caused by 
tlio jealousy of court parasites, whose 
insolence toward the foolish and extrav- 
agant Louis XV. contributed so mnch to 
make him and his reign hateful and 
despicable in the eyes of tho French 
people. 
I 


The numerous balls and banquets 


given in honor of tho royal marriago 
wero closed on tho 30th of May by a 
magnificent display of fireworks which 
unfortunately terminated In one of the 
most dreadful catastrophes. The square 
in which the display was exhibited was 
crowded with pedestrians and carriages; 
all was excitement and admiration at the 
wonders displayed, when one of the ox- 
plosions set fire to a portion of tho plat- 
forms on which tho designs of 
tho 


different figures wero constructed. 
In 


an instant tlie delight of tho multitude 
was turned into tho wildest terror ; tho 
uproar and tho blazo made the horses 
unmanageable, and in a few moments 
animals and human beings wero mingled 
in horrible confusion. 
At least GOO per- 


sons wore supposed to have perished, 
and as many more to have boon griev- : 
ously injured. 
i 


Tho Dauphin and Daiiphinoss were 


greatly shocked at this terrible disaster, 
and the tender heart of the young bride 
not only moved hor to give money tow- 
ard tho relief of the poorer families, but 
to' visit many of them personally, so 
that they might feel tho sweet balm of 
her loving sympathy and gentle speech. 
Many arc the instances related of her 
generous interest in tho misfortunes of 
others, especially of tho poor. Sho won 
hor way to all hearts. Even LOTUS XV., 
steeped as ho was in hla vices, praised 
her beauty and virtue in tlio hearing of 
his courtiers, exciting thereby the coarse 


' jealousy of liis infamous mistress, tho 


j Countess du Barri. 


It seems little short of miraculous 


how so young and so lovely a girl man- 
aged to conduct herself with so much 
tact and dignity in such a vicious court. 
She was constantly surrounded by spies. 
Not even her writing-desk was safe from 
their prying eyes, and it was next to im- 
possible for her and her husband to have 
any private conversation. Yet, in spite 
of all theso irritating circumstances, 
eho had tho satisfaction of finding hex 
pure and cheerful influence over the 
JJauphin rapidly increasing. 
There ia 


abundant evidence to prove they both 
desired to promote tho welfar" of the 
French nation, 


Just before the death of Louis XV., 


groat distress existed in Paris, which tho 
Dauphin and Dauphiuoss sought to re- 
lieve by "a munificent donation from 
their private purse." Immediately after 
they came to tho French throne their 
very first edict was to announce that two 
taxes, called respectively '' The gift of 
tho happy accession" and "The girdle 
of tho Queen," would not bo imposed. 


Disliking extremely the excessive eti- 


quotto of tho Court of Versailles, it 
was only natural that the gay-hearted 
young Cjueeu should sometimes long to 
escape from its trammels. Knowing 
this, her husband, now Louis XVI., 
gave her for her own use the celebrated 
"LittleTrianon," situated about a mile 
from the Palace of Versailles on ono side 
of tho park. 
In this delightful retreat 


tho innocent, 
sunny-tempered Mario 


Antoinette was wont to amuse herself, 
at one timo feeding poultry, at another 
making bread, and anon busying herself 
in tho garden. But even this charming 
spot was not sacred from tho mulice of 
her enemies, and aomo of her most inno- 
cent actions furnished food for slander. 


As the years rolled on, and sho gavo 


no sign oi becoming a mother, hor lius- 
band's next-eldest brother, the Count 
de Provence, made no secret of his in- 
tentions iu respect to the French crown. 
With all his kindness toward his beau- 
tiful consort, Louis XVI, was so phleg- 
matic in temperament, and so singularly 
devoid of passion, that ho cannot be 
considered to have proved anything like 
a suitable guide_ and support to the brill- 
iant, high-spirited 
Marie Antoinette. 


For ono in his exalted position, his edu- 
cation had been shamefully neglected ; 
thus all tho worst and weakest faults in 
his character remained unconnected, and 
in every crisis whero decision, courage 


! and graceful tact wero demanded, an 


'• awkward timidity and inability to decide 


I for himself were but too painfully appa- 
i rent; and there can bo no doubt that 
i these serious defects largly contributed 


i to bring about those terrible disasters 
: which ended iu tho ruin and death of 


himself and his heroic wife. 


Hine years elapsed ere Mario Antoi- 


nette had the joy of finding herself a 
mother, and during those years it in easy 
to believe that much of 'the lovity and 
thoughtlessness laid to her charge was 
indulged in for tho sake of subduing the 
painful feelings caused by her husband's 
coldness toward her, moro especially as 
she saw that her continuing childless 
only served to make her husband's ene- 
mies all tho more powerful, 


Mario Antoinette was then in tho full 


flower of her/womanhood, and her beauty 
was the admiration of all beholders. 
" In words which will live as long as 
tho English language," Burke has de- 
scribed the enthusiastic emotions sho 
excited. It scorned to him "thatsurely 
never lighted on this orb, which she 
hardly seemed to touch, a moro de- 
lightful vision." 


Horace "SValpolo writes to Lady Os- 


sory: "She is a statue of beauty, 
standing or sitting ; grace itself when 
sho moves." 
Madame Vigee lo Brun, 


who painted hor portrait, and who was 


| in despair over the difficulty sho ex- 


perienced in doing justice to the re- 
markable brilliancy of Marie Antoin- 
ette's complexion, informs ns that the 
Queen was " tall, admirably propor- 
tioned, fully developed, but not stout, 
superb arms, hands and feet small and 
perfectly formed. 
Sho had the finest 


carriage of any woman in Franco, car- 
rying her head" with a majesty that in- 
stantly marked the sovereign even in 
the midst of her court, yet without in 
any way detracting from tho sweetness 
and pleasantness of her aspect. 
Her 


eyes weio blue, soft and brilliant; nose 
good, and well chiseled; mouth not too 
large, with tho full Austrian lips of her 
family, 
I never saw anything like her 


complexion, so exquisitely transparent, 
Tho last time I wont to Fontamcbleau, 
I sow her in full costume, covered with 
diamonds, and as tho sun shone upon 
her she looked truly dazzling. 
Her 


head, supported by her lovely, swan- 
like_ nock, gave her in walking so ma- 
k'fttiz.. ana imnosinc .an. air., that .she 


looked TiKe it goadoss Tii t'lio midst'of her 
nymphs." 


Great was the joy of this wondrously 


beautiful woman when she gazed on her 
first-born, a daughter, who had the mis- 
fortune to undergo with her royal par- 
ents the horrors of tho imprisonment in : 
tho Temple, and who became known in ' 
history as tho Duchess d'Angouleme. j 
Mario Antoinette's second child was a ' 
son, and a short time after his birth she : 
proudly clasped him to her bisom with 
tho most fervent thanksgiving, then re- ' 
signing him to tho nurse sho said : 


"Take him—he belongs to tlie state ; 


but my daughter is still mine." 
_ 
' 


Alas, poor mother ! sho was then in . 


blissful ignorance of tho horrible fate in I 
store for her and her royal house. 
For I 


years the storm had been gathering j 
which ultimately expended its over- 


1 whelming forco in the horrors of tho 
French Revolution. Singular to relate, 
the popular fury was chiefly directed to- 
ward the hapless Queen. The old ani- 
mosity butween tho French and the 
Austr'ians appeared to blaze forth with 


redoubled strength, and the fact of her 
being an Austrian by bkth was flung at 
hor as if it had been a crime. 


The insults and indignities hcai>ed up- 


on her during tlio cruel imprisonment in 
tho Temple, and tho hideous mockery of 
justice at the hands of the fanatical Ja- 
cobins at her so-called trial, are a fear- 
ful-revelation of the depths of fiendish 
barbarity to which human nature can 
sometimes fall. 
Her husband perished 


on the soail'old ; her beloved son, "beau- 
tiful as an angel," and for whoso life aud 
crown.sho was prepared to face death 
itself, was torn ironi her protecting arms 
and consigned to a horrible fate at tho 
hands of the brutal cobbler, Simon, 


Nearly all hor most devoted friends— 


. simply because they wero her friends— 
were sacrificed by tho incensed rabble. 


During the last four years of her life 


what heroism she displayed. How great 
was her faith in the justice of tho French 
people. 
How nobly she strove, though 


in vain, to animate her husband on sev- 
eral critical occasions \yith her own cour- 
ageous spirit and gracious tact; think- 
ing, and perhaps not altogether wrongly 
—that tilings would not have come to 
sueh a fearful pass if Louis had but 
bravely looked his difficulties in tho face. 
With what fortitude she sot herself "to 
think for all, to act for all, to struggle for 
all; and to bear up against the convic- 
tion that her thoughts and actions and 
struggles were balked of their eilect by 
tho very persons for whom sho was ex- 
erting herself." 


Bereft of every hope, separated from 


every soul sho loved, her once-brilliant 
and beautiful countenance faded and 


; worn through sufl'ering, her eyes dimmed 


and slirunken from endless weeping, her 
hair whitened, not by yearn, but by un- 
speakable sorrow, the " Niobo of Mon- 
archy" laid her head under tho execu- 
tioner's knife on tlio morning of the 19th 
of October 1793, and in a few seconds 


, her deoply-afllicted soul was at rest ever- 


more.

Tho Pacific, Railway Snow Slicds. 
Tlieso wonderful wooden tunnels covpr 


forty miles of tlio Central Pacific rail- 
way. Tboy wore first BUggctitct.1 by its 
practical Vi=o President, Olias. Crocker, 
but liis companions hesitated tlirough 
fear of their impracticability and xo- 
pcnge. There arc two kinds, ono with 
very steep roofs aud tlie other with flat 
roofs. They cost per mile from 88,000 
to $12,000, and in some places, where 
heavy masonry wns needed, the cost 
reached §30,000 a mile. 
They are firm- 


ly constructed to support the great 
weight of snow and • esist tlio rush oi 
avalanches. Fire precautions are very 
.thorough. 
Corrugated plates of iron 


separate tho buildings into sections, 
and in tho great ten-mile shed there are 
automatic electric fire alarms. At tho 
summit is an engine and tank always 
ready to flood the ignited spot in an in- 
stant. These sheda shut in tho view of 
the great Sierras, but without them 
winter travel would bo impossible. 
Sometimes five feet of snow falls upon 
them in 
ny, and often thirty foot lio 


on tho ground at one time, and in many 
places snow accumulates to the depth of 
fifty feet above these great wooden 
arches.—Nashville American.

tianity and a more widely dilTused and 
higher system of moral" and religious 
education have gradually ame'.ioratod 
women's social condition and elevated her 
to a state of dignity and importance she 
possesses to-day.

steady march from slaverv to freedom.

A new and rare work should bo issued 


from the press, entitled, "How to trim 
trees iu public parks," The plan o£ the 
work (on the trees) is entirely new, and 
trees trimmed by this systc m. nvo warranted 
not to require any further trimming for 
at least t .veaty years. Should tho trees 
die Cull instructions will oe found m tho 
appendix for removing dead 
trunks. 


Practical illustrations in trea trimmming 
will bo continued daily in Co'.irt House 
park, till tho trees aro exhausted. Citi- 
zens interested in public parkf.i, or iu 
landscape ornamentation generally should 
not lail to r.vail themselves ol an oppor- 
tunity never before ottered iu Janesville, 
and never likely to bo again. .For fur- 
ther information on tho subject reference 
is made to tho board of county supervis- 
ors or to the co'.nraitte on public proper- 
ty.

A stock corner in tr.na explained by 


tho Now York J-h'cninrj Post: 
Tho 


"bear " element in tlie market consists 
of all those who think that the prices of 
Bociuities are higher thiui they ought to 
be, liigher than they can permanently 
remain. ' In or'dor ty ,tako advantage of 
the unwarranted "iufiat.ion of values," 
as thoy understand it, they 
borrow 


stocks ar.d-aell them at tho high prices 
prevailing, expecting to be able to buy 
them in at a lower price before it be- 
comes necessary to return tlio borrowed 
securities. J7ov instance, A borrows from 
li, 1,000 share;} of Hannibal and St. 
Joseph, which is selling at GO. A pays 
B §60,0(10 cash ar.d ngrues to return the 
stock on demand, when, of course, tho 
money will bo refunded to him. It is 
for B's interest to lend the stock,because- 
ho gets tho iuu.-rcston thcijffiO.OOO during 
tho interval, or at nil events, moro in- 
terest than ho would otherwise have to 
pay for the use of tho money. 
Under 


ordinary conditions, B, the louder of tho 
stock, will pay A, tho borrower, some- 
thing fur the use of tho money, but if 
the particular stock wanted by tho 
boars is scarce it will bo lont "flat;" 
that is tho borrower will receive nothing 
for the use of the money while tho loan 
continues. In extreme cases the lender 
may even got u commission for tho iiso 
of tho stock in addition to the interest 
on tho ir.onoy which it represents. If 
tho market" ilncluatcs while the loan 
continues, tho borrower and lender set- 
tle with each other at tho close of each 
day, so that the amount of money shall 
at all timoj bo exactly equivalent to the 
value of the stock. 


"When tho bears, or any portion of 


thorn, have fflsconied a weak spot in tho 
market, that is, a security selling for 
moro than it is worth in their opinion— 
thoy borrow anil sell liberally. Their 
selling has tho same efl'oet in putting 
down the price as though the stock 
wero absolutely their own, and their ex- 
pectation is that other holders observing 
the decline in price will become alarmed 
and sell also, thus putting down the 
price still moro and frightening still 
other holders. They intend, of course, 
to buy enough at tho lower scale of 
quotations to deliver back what they 
have borrowed, pocketing tho difference. 
It sometimes, though rarely, happens 
a few persons, discovering what tho 
bears arc about, and believing that they 
(the bears) aro strong enough to stand ft 
heavy loss without breaking, quietly 
buy up all ol! :i particular stock that 
exists. In order that tho price may not 
bo forced np while they themselves aro 
buying, they loud stock to tho bears, 
and thus encourage the latter to sell. 
AVhea they have secured all, or nearly 
all, of the particular stock that exists, 
: they call in their loans. Tho bears are 
then compello-d to buy, and since no 
stock, or very little, is for sale, the price 
can bo forced up to any figure at which 
: tho cornering party choose to put it. 
That is what once happened in Hanni- 
'.bal and Bt Joseph. Tho "shorts " must 
.come np and scttlo un'such terms as may 
be dictated to thorn. 
Tho last resort is 


'to loavo the cornering parivy saddled with 
ithe whole issue of tho stock in question. 
'"Whether thoy may make; or lose by tho 
operation, will dc-pend upon -whether 
they can extort 
from tho bears more 


.than enough to compensate them for the 
loss they may incur in re-selling tho 
stock to the general public. Most com- 
-inonly tho cornering party, as well as 
the cornered, lose money—which has 
been gained moflnwhile by tho multi- 
tude, who have taken advantage ol the 
liiKh urices to sell out.
